Miheil vassilievich Ossipoff, Russian, was born on 
8.10.1889 at Irkutsk, Siberia. Formerly an employee of the 


Russo-Asiatic Bank at Irkutsk he served in the ranks of the 
Russian Army from 1916 to 1918. In 1920 he left Russia for 
China and arrived in Shanghai via Mongolia and Tientsin. 

In May 1922 he joined the Shanghai branch of the Russo-asiatic 
Bank and in September of the same year was transferred to 

the Harbin branch of this bank. Following the liquidation 

of the bank in question in 1925, Ossipoff in partnership with 
Sout. Krieger, Aste Petroff, Gubonin and Makaroff, ex-employees 
of the Russo-Asiatic Bank, and one B.S. Kaufman established 
the Thriftcor | bank in Harbin. Ossipoff was appointed one 

of the directors. This bank held a charter issued by the 
Stateof Nevada, U.S.A., but was not an American bank and 

was not incorporated under U.S. Banking Law. In 1935 in 
connection with Kive liquidation of the bank, Ossipoff and 
another director of the bank, named A.A. Petroff, wece 
arrested by the Japanese authorities in Harbin.

Alecsander Pavlovich Berlinsky, Russian Jew, was 
born om 16-9-1896 in Irkutsk, Siberia. He attended a high 


school in Irkutsk, from which he did not graduate. He left 
school at the age of 16, in order to go into the cinema- 
tograph business, remaining in that Line till 1918, when 
the revolution broke out. He escaped to Manchuli, Manchuria, 
where he remained for a year and conducted a similar trade. 
Following his marriage, which took place in Manchuli, he 
and his wife proceeded to Harbin, arriving there in 1920. 
He opened a small watch-repairing shop and was taught that 
trade by an expert who was employed by him. As conditions 
improved, he enlarged his business and also took up the 
jewellery line. However, when the Soviets took over the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, trade got bad, as most of his clients 
were employees of the Chinese Eastern Railway and have been 
purchasing his wares on eredit, for which he was not reimbursed. 
He departed from Harbin and arrived locally in 1929. Here 
he was employed for about one year by Wirth, jewellers, then 
conducting business at 51 Nanking Road. Resigning from Wirth, 
he opened his own, jewellery and watch-repairing business, 
and has been conducting it since 1930. It is reported that 
in 1934 two Hai Alai players, Chatto and Rafael of Spagynish 
nationality assisted Berlinsky financially- Following which 
he was able to expand the business and removed his shop to 
better premises at 787 Avenue Joffre, at present known as 
the "Ural Jewellery Store-™ 

His father was a private in the former Russian 


Imperial Army and is now residing in the U.S.SeR- He has 


‘ BEEN Os cze 
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no idea what hie father may be doing, as he absolutely lost 
touch of him for a considerable length of time. 

His wife Elizoveta Vasilevna, was born on 24.9.1900 
in Perm, Russias She was educated and remained in Perm 
till the Revolution, when she left and escaped over the 
border into Manchuli. THere her marriage took Place. She 
is the daughter of a merchant, who also was the owner of 
a shipping company, running passenger boats on the River 
Kama, between Perm and Kazan. It is believed he is still 
residing in Russia. 

They have two children, a son, Vadim and a daughter, 
Ludmilla, both were born in Harbin on the 30.5.1923 and 
28.10.1924 respectively. 

The son is attending the Public School for Boys and 
the daughter the Sacred Hart Convent. 

Owing to unsettled conditions, Mr. Berlinsky desires 
to leave Shanghai with his family and take up permanent 
residence in Australia. 

He was arraigned before the French Mixed Court on 
August 5, 1929 for "Fraud." However, he was released as 
the complainant dropped the charge and the matter was settled 
amicably between them, (See Special Branch File D-401).- 

On June 26, 1936 he was fined $50 by the French 
Police for "Receiving Stolen Property," (See Special Branch 
File D-7827)-

With reference to the attached communication dated 
March 18, 1938 from Mr. M. TUTTSLMAN, requesting that a 
Certificate of Character be issued him, I have to report 
that there is nothing in Shanghai Municipal Police Records 
to his detriment from a criminal or political point of view. 
He has, however, been convicted on seven occasions at the 
Shanghai Special District Court during the period 1952 - 
1937 for minor breaches of local traffic regulations 
(ranking during prohibited hours, obstruction, waiting in 
“No Waiting” areas, etc.), and has been fined from $2 to 
$10 in connection therewith. 

Maurice TUTTSIMAN, a Jew of “gyptian exraction, 
was born in Shanghai on October 1, 1905, and until 
approximately 1930 enjoyed sritish protection and all 
those facilities offered by such protection. In that 
year, however, his British passport having expired and 
Egypt having become 4 self-governing unit, he became 
a person “without nationality* since there was no official 
Egyptian representative in Shanghai and since British 
protection as previously afforded Sgyptians had been 
withdrawne He is now in possession of Passport No. 4578 
issued on July 10, 1957 by the Commissioner of Police of 
the former City Government of Greater Shanghai. In this 
document he is described as being without nationality. 

TUTTELMAN has been married twice, his first wife 
having been Grace HAIMOVICH, from whom he secured a divorce 
in the Shanghai Special District Court in October 1954 on 


the grounds of incompatibility. He was given the 
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custody of the child of this union - Gerald Raworth 
TUTTELMAN, born in Shanghai on October 15, 1932. His 
second wife, whom he married in Shanghai on June 14, 19356, 
was Tamara Hariton BARANOFP, a Russian emigrant born in 
Harbin on December 14, 1915. Nothing is known to this 
lady's detriment from a criminal, political or moral point 
of view. 

Mr. and Mrs. TUTTHIMAN are at present residing 
at Apartment No. 14, No. 76 Rue Victor Zmmanuel, the 
husband being in charge of the Rental Department of the 
China Realty Company, 290 Szechuen Road.

After completing his education at the Shanghai 
Jewish School, Cohen gecured employment as & shop 
assistant with the firm of Boyes, Bassekt Ltd. 
Subsequently, he has been employed as & salesman of 
refrigerating machinery by the firms of Andersen, 
Meyer and Company Ltd., and Mustard and Company Ltd., 
respectively. 

Although no charges have been preferred against 
Cohen, he is mentioned in the records of the soarding 
House Section as having failed to settle his account 
with the proprietor of a boarding house wherein he 
resided during June, 1955. While there is no further 
information regarding this individual in the records 
of either the Municipal Police or of the French Police, 
enquiries show that Cohen possesses an unsavoury reputation 
in Shanghai and is generally regarded as an over-sexed, 
plausible and unscrupulous rogue and gigolo with a great

He has never lived in Spain but 
states that his family emigrated to Salonika at the end of 
the 18th centuryo 

In Shanghai Matheo Beraha'ts business prospered and large 
profits were made, it is said, through purchases of stolen 
uncut diamondse A similar business was established in Tientsin 
and was operated by his two sonSe 

In 1926 Dario and Alberto Beraha, nephews of Matheo, 
arrived in Shanghai and were taken into the firme About 
this time both the Shanghai and Tientsin offices claimed that 
they suffered loss by theft and suspicions were entertained 
that the claims were bogus, had been made in order to defraud the 
Insurance Company.

He is registered with the Russian Emisrants' Committee, 
118/1 Monimein Roud, and with the S.C,.G. +olice Rureau ( eg, 
5430 ). according to his own statement, he escaped from the 
U.S.S.R. to China in 1°50. However, he admits that in 1¢32 or 
193% he made an unsuccessful application ut the Soviet consu- 
Lute in Duiren for permission to eetuct to tre U.S.S.R. and 
Later applied for Soviet p&ssport in Shanghai, In 1977 he jot 
ned the "Repatriation Union” in this city, a pro-Soviet organt 
zation the professed aim of which is to obtain for their mem- 
bers permission to return to the U.S.S.R. 

In December,1957 Vdovin came to the notice of the Mu- 
nicipal Folice in connection with investigations of a bomb 
outrage at the offices of Russian pro-Soviet newspaper "Novo- 
sti Dnia",620 Avenue Foch, On that occasion he volunteered a 
statement to the effect that u cuSuul acquaintance of his, 2 
certain Russian named N,N, Ermoleyeff approached him suggest- 
ing that he should place a time-bomb at the offices of the lo- 
eal Soviet consulate during one of his visits there, 

When interviewed in connection with his present appli- 


Cation Vdovin gave information about himself which conflicted 
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in certain material points with the stutement he made to the 


Russian Emigrants' Committee in 1930. He also was unable to 


expluin sutisfuctorily how he intended to raise the means ne-

He is reported 
to have left Russia in 1921 and subsequently resided in 
Harbin, Manchuria. He first arrived in Shanghai in 1925 
ana during the general strike was employed as a fireman on 
board the s.s. "“Luchow,™ from August 7, 1925 to October 16, 
1925. Later he proceeded to Harbin, where in December 1926 
he obtained a position with the Chinese bastern Railway. 

In December 1933 he left that position and in the beginning 
of 1934 returned to Shangnai. During the same year he 
secured his present employment with the Lucerne Dairy Farm, 
381 Great Western Road. 

In July 1925 Fechischeff was the subject of a letter 
addressed to the Shanghai Mynicipal Police from the Detective 
Department of the Herbin Police, in which it was stated that 
prior to his leaving Harbin for Shanghai Fechischeff seduced 
one Russian female, named N. Shpakovsky, vy promising to 
marry her and that when he left Harbin she had been pregnant 
for seven months. It was requested in the letter to advise 
Fechischeff, should he be located in Shanghai, to settle the 
matter with the female concerned, failing which, proceedings 
would be instituted against him in Court. It is believed 
that after returning to Harbin, the applicant settled this
